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The second of three lectures designed to provide background information 
on the exhibition African Tribal Images, the Katherine White Reswick Collection. 
will be given at The Cleveland Museum of Art Wednesday evening, July 17 at 8:30 
in the Museum auditoriimi. Speaking on "The Royal Arts of Ghana" will be Dr. 

Roy Sieber, African art scholar and professor in the Fine Arts department of 
Indiana University. 

Dr. Sieber graduated from the New School for Social Research in New 
York and earned his M.A. and Ph.D. degrees at Iowa State University. He then 
taught African art at the universities of Iowa and Wisconsin and has lectured on 
that subject in colleges and the Peace Corps. In 1964 he was visiting professor 
in African art history at the University of Ghana. 

In 1958 Dr. Sieber was backed by the Ford Foundation to do research in 
England and Nigeria. Later, he was consultant to that Foundation. In 1963 and 
1964 he assumed the chairmanship of the Fine Arts and Humanities Committee of the 
African Studies Association. He is currently a trustee of the Museum of African 
Art in Washington, D.C.
